Examining Board amends Chapter 4, “Engineering Licensure,” Iowa Administrative Code.

This amendment clarifies the comity application process by directing the applicants to use the correct
forms for references.

This amendment is identical to that published under
Notice of Intended Action.

This amendment was adopted by the Board on November 18, 2010.
This amendment is intended to implement Iowa Code sections 542B.2, 542B.13, 542B.14, 542B.15,

542B.17 and 542B.20.
This amendment will become effective January 19, 2011.
The following amendment is adopted.
Amend subrule 4.2(1) as follows:
4.2(1) References. An applicant for licensure by comity shall submit references on forms provided

by the board to verify at least four years of satisfactory experience after the receipt of the qualifying
degree. This experience must be under the supervision of a licensed professional engineer, or the
applicant must provide unlicensed tutelage references verifying at least four years of satisfactory
engineering experience., as provided in paragraph 4.1(7)“a.” The board reserves the right to contact
employers for information about the applicant’s professional experience and competence.
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
